ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 


SERVICES IN NORTH BERWICK 


North Berwick — 1969 


The first responsibility for health rests with each person. 
Citizens of the community are essential members ofthe health team. 
Alert to their particular health needs, they take their share of res- 
ponsibility to meet these needs and help the public health nurse in 
carrying out the program. Your local health council has been of 
valuable assistance during the year. 

In order to help the people and the community as a whole to 
achieve and maintain optimal health the Division of Public Health 
Nursing of the Department of Health and Welfare has provided the 
following services in the town of North Berwick during the year. 

Child Health Conferences were held during March, April, May, 
with a total attendance of 39 infants and pre-school children. In 
this group 9 infants and 10 pre-school children were examined by 
the physician. The following immunizations were given: 


Smallpox Series 6 
Boosters 10 
Diphtheria, Whooping Cough, Tetnus Series 4 
Boosters 20 
Polio — SABIN Series 4 
Boosters 18 


Measles 4 
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In January audiometer tests were done on 44 pupils. Partici- 
pation in pre-school registration provided an opportunity to inter- 
view each parent, obtain a good health history and the immunization 
needs of each child and include this information on the health 
record. Parents were assisted in plans for correction of any defects 
which might be eliminated before the child enters school so that he 
will begin his school career in the best possible state of health. 

Home visits to individuals and families are still the closest 
link between the patient and the public health nurse. I have made 
as many visits as time would allow to meet specific health needs. 

I would like to take this opportunity to thank everyone who 
has assisted me in my efforts for better health for the people of 
North Berwick.

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REPORT OF 
NORTH BERWICK CEMETERY TRUSTEES 


For the Period of January 1, 1969 to December 31, 1969 


We are gratified to report that the year 1969 has shown an 
overall increase in the total Cemetery Perpetual Care Trust Funds 
of $2299.99. 

Also the total of all the Trust Funds have grown from 
$18,258.71 as of Jan. 1, 1961 to $38,221.53 Jan. 1, 1970 or an in- 
crease of $19,962.82. This being nearly a $20,000.00 increase in 
nine years. 

We have not reached our goal of having the Trust Funds in- 
crease to the point of making our Cemeteries self-supporting but we 
are on the way. 

We believe that our yearly appeal to the families having ceme- 
tery lots to see that they have a Perpetual Care Endowment has 
bourne fruit. Perhaps seeing the details of the Cemetery Funds in 
the Town Report may give them andothers an interestand incentive 
in helping to see that these Funds continue to grow larger year 
by year. 

We hope to install about three hundred feet of metal fence 
across the front of Hillside Cemetery as soon as funds are available.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Citizens of North Berwick: 


With the removal of the High School Students to the new 
SAD 60 building and the Junior High Students to Berwick, we had 
expected quite a reduction in circulation of our books and maga- 
zines here at D.A. Hurd Library. However, we were pleasantly sur- 
prised as only a decrease of thirty-four books was noted in spite of 
closings due to heavy snows in early 1969 and at least three holi- 
days. The new high school has a beautiful library, surely a most 
pleasant place for study and research. It must be a delight to stu- 
dents and teachers alike, yet many North Berwick students still 
come to us for reference and book material which we are happy to 
provide and will assist them in any way we can. 

Two very fine books were recently added to our Memorial 
shelf: ‘‘The American Heritage History of the Confident Years 
1865-1917’’ given by Mrs. Barbara Day in memory of her cousin 
Major Lyle Brooks, and ‘‘American Glass’’ by George and Helen 
McKearin, given in memory of Mrs. Florence Kezar by Mrs. Virginia 
Sheein, Mr. and Mrs. Jack Sheein and Mr. and Mrs. Richard Brad- 
burn. These two books should provide much valuable reference 
material. 

When the Pins and Needles 4H Club became inactive, they 
gave to the library the amount of $3.00 which they had in their 
treasury to be used toward the purchase of a book. When a suitable 
book is found it will be inscribed with each of the girls’ names. A 
favorite Gladys Hasty Carroll title ‘‘As the Earth Turns’’ was 
gratefully received from Mrs. Harold G. Tobey. From the Maine 
State Library we received the gift of two important books for our 
State of Maine stack: ‘‘History of Sanford’’ the Bicentennial edi- 
tion and ‘‘Auburn, 100 Years a City’’. 

Weeding of badly worn or non-circulating books does not re- 
lieve the over-crowding of our shelves. We are desperately in need 
of more space for books as well as magazines. Many of our current 
magazines and others which are several years old are needed by 
students who are writing papers. Stacked mostly in a narrow closet 
they are hard to find. Many times the issue needed is near or at the 
bottom of the pile. The lights in our forty-four year old library are 
not good for reading. Though attractive and, no doubt, adequate 
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when installed, they do not meet today’s needs. 

The year’s only improvements to the building was the coat of 
paint given to the doors, window sash and trim. It was needed and 
we received many compliments. We had no Christmas lights in 1969 
as our outside lights were destroyed by vandals last year. Needed 
are wall outlets so that we could connect candles for window 
decorations. 

The State stipend of $120.00 was spent for non-fiction. We 
collected $166.00 in book fines which were turned over to the Treas- 
urer for general use. 

Boy Scouts are given free use of the library basement for 
meetings and social activities as has been the custom for many 
years.

WHITE PINE BLISTER RUST CONTROL 


The following is a brief report of the work done on the white 
pine blister rust control program in North Berwick in 1969. 

3,995 acres in and near white pine stands were surveyed. 
This was to locate and destroy the currant and gooseberry bushes 
which spread the disease from one pine tree to another. 1,685 of 
these host plants were destroyed. They were generally scattered 
or in local concentrations throughout the area and represent the 
regrowth of the species in the past 11-23 years since these parti- 
cular areas were last surveyed. 

The cost to do this work was $976.27. North Berwick’s share 
was $449.99 which was used to pay part of the labor costs and for 
transportation of men and supplies. The Maine Forestry Depart- 
ment provided $526.28 in wages, travel, supervision, and supplies. 

Before the work began this year, we sent a mapper into North 
Berwick. He completed remapping the pine stands in town on 
aerial photos. Part of this area that was mapped was worked this 
year. The rest is available for use in the future. This brought the 
locations of pine stands up to date and gives us more accurate 
acreage figures. The cost to do this work was $402.11. Our de- 
partment paid for this work entirely. This brought the total cost of 
the work done in North Berwick this year to $1,378.38. 

There is further acreage requiring attention in North Berwick 
next year. The Forest Commissioner will contact you about this 
very soon. 

Thank you for the fine cooperation we enjoyed from you and 
the citizens of North Berwick.

We have had books in all 
Public places for some time now so we hope you will have had a 
chance to read through the Plan and see some of the recommenda- 
tions from the Engineers for our Town to grow by. You’ve heard so 
much on TV and seen so much in the news lately about Air Polu- 
tion, Water Polution and Population Growth; let’s start now before 
these affect our Town. Let’s leave our children a Town they’ll be 
proud of. Thank you.

gathered or assembled from sources outside the Town of North 
Berwick. 

(2) Nothing in this section shall be construed to prohibit 

(a) the transportation of waste matter into the Town of North Ber- 
wick for use as a raw material for the production of new commo- 
dities which do not constitute waste matter as defined in this 
ordinance: 
(b) the municipal officers of the Town of North Berwick from en- 
tering into a contract with any other municipality in the State of 
Maine for the use of any public dump which may presently exist or 
be hereafter so designated within the Town of North Berwick. 


(3) As used in this ordinance, waste matter shall mean all 
garbage, refuse, solid or liquid or liquid wastes, ashes, rubbish, 
industrial or commercial wastes and all other refuse of every type, 
nature and description, whether loose, in containers, compacted, 
baled, bundled or otherwise.

(4) Whoever shall violate any provision of this ordinance 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than $100.00 for each 
violation. Each day that such violation continues or exists shall 
constitute a separate offense. In addition, the municipal officers 
or the health officer of the Town of North Berwick may file a com- 
plaint with any Justice of the Superior Court seeking to restrain 
and enjoin the violations of the provisions of this ordinance.
